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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Jensen does not teach 
encoding a barcode with information relating to the size of the envelope. Applicant argues that Jensen teaches bar-codes that act as rulers 
for the packages to which the barcodes are affixed. It is unclear how this teaching is different from what is being claimed. Applicant's claim 
merely requires that the information of the barcode "relate" to the size of the security envelope. Since Jensen teaches utilizing the barcodes 
to determine the size of the package, one of ordinary skill in the art would have interpreted this teaching as a barcode with information 
relating to the size of the package. 

Applicant additionally asserts that Jensen's teaching is limited solely to unusual or unwieldy packages and since Applicant's invention is 
limited to a simple envelope, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have applied Jensen to the claims. However, Jensen does not 
expressly limit his invention towards boxes that have substantial widths and heights as asserted by Applicant. Jensen merely discloses that 
the invention is particularly useful for such measuring such packages. Additionally, Applicant's specification discloses that the invention can 
be applied to envelopes or parcels. One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been limited to apply Jensen's invention to merely six- 
sided packages but would have been able to utilize the invention to all types of packages that are delivered using a bar-code system. . 
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
